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TAFT TO TAKE FIGHT 
10. THE INSURGENTS 


Will Make Six ‘Weeks’ Tour la 
States of the Republicans 
Who Oppose Him. 


HAS A HUNT FOR A CHURCH 


Finds His Own and His —* Closed 
When He Goes to Them for, . 
Morning Services. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.-—Plans for 
Presdent Taft’s coming trip through the 
} West and to the Pacific Coast practically 
were completed to-day. The journey will 
be almost as extensive as that taken by 
the President on his famous “swing 
aronrd the circle” in 1900, when he trav- 
eled. more than 18,000 miles and visited 
thirty-three States. Incidentally he will 
break ground for the Panama Canal Ex- 
Position at San Francisco, and attempt 
to scule the 14,000 feet of Mount Rainier’s 
precipitous slope. 

According to the present arrangement 
the President will be gone six weeks. In 
that time it 1s expected that he will make 
close te two hundred speeches, from plut- 
forms, frcm the rear end of his private 
car, and at other places not on the regu- 
lar schedule. Republican leaders look 
vpun the trip as the most important po- 
litically that the President has mapped 
out since he entered the White House. 
Ee will go through all the States in the 
West in which the people recognize the 
domination of the progressive Republicans 
who are counted on to oppose his renomi- 
pation next year. 

Until the-question of the adjournment 
of Congress was out of the way the 
President was undecided as to whether he 
shoula be gone three weeks or six. With 
adjournment practically assured for this 
week he feels that he can get three weeks’ 
rest «t Beverly and te in trim then to 
stand the admittedly hard grind cf forty 
days in a private car. 

He probably will leave Beverly Sept. 17, 
returning East about Nov. 1. He will 
ao West through Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Coloredo, Utah, and Nevada to the coast. 
Most of the big cities in these States, 
including Des Moines, Kansas City, Oma- 
ha, Denver, andeSalt Lake will be visited.

BIG FIGHT IN ONTARIO. 


Strong Efforts to Defeat Paterson, 
Laurier Minister of Customs. 


TORONTO, Qntario, Aug. 20-—The elec- 
tion campaign has been put under full 
headway throughout Ontario, the great 
industrial. province of Canada, by the 
visit this week of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Premier of Canada, and R. L. Borden, 
the leader of the Opposition. On all sides 
it is recognized as a reciprocity cam- 
paign, and the one absorbing issue is 
whether Canada shall ratify the reci- 
procity agreement with the United States. 

The leader of the Opposition has decid- 
ed to accept reciprocity as the outstand- 
ing. issue in his-campaign. Urged by 
many of his followers to attack the np 
ernment on its fifteen-year record, 
clined on the ground that he is "apposed 
to muckraking, and will win or lose on 
the reciprocity issue alone. The election 
was sprung so suddenly upon the country 
that few candidates had been placed in 
the field, but more than 100 conventions 
have been held within the past few days, 
and rival candidates have now been 

chosen in nearly every constituency. 

William -Paterson, Minister of Customs, 
one of the Commissioners who negotiated 
the agreement with Washington, repre- 
gents the riding of Brant and was again 
nominated this week. Although he has 
held the seat for forty years, a special 
effort will be mane by_the Conservatives 
to defeat him. J. H. Fisher, member of 
the Ontario Legislature, has resigned his 
seat and will run against the Minister of 
Customs. He is acknowledged to be a 
strong man, and the result will be a bat- 
tle royal. 

The standing of the party in Ontario 
to-day is 50 Conservatives to 36 -Liberals, 
a majority against the Government of 24. 

The Government is devoting special at- 
tention to this province with a view of 
cutting down the. opposition majority.

A NEW THEATRICAL PERIL. 

The young woman who lost her hair 
while under the spell of dramatic illu- 
sion in a Pittsburgh theatre is surely 
the first person thus afflicted in such 
circumstances. Plays have been called 
“hair raising,” to be sure, but we do 
not remembkor one that has been 
—— powerful enough actually to 
Temove the hair from a spectator’s 
head. In this case there is no pretense 
that either the play or the acting was 
instrumental in removing the lady's 
hair. A pair of scissors was swiftly 
and capably handled by a thief while 
the mind of the owner of the hair was 
intent upon.the stage. 

It ig a good story, even if it does come 
from Pittsburgh, and in the dog days. 
It might suggest a new peril for femi- 
nine patrons of dramatic art, but the 
circumstances were unusual. In fact, 
the effect of few plays is absorbing 
enough to carry the contemporary 
woman so far away from the realities 
of life that her back hair could be re- 
moved without her. knowledge. The 
name of the play which exerted a spell 
so great upon'the Pittsburgh lady has 
not been revealed, but, after all, much 
of the power. of theatrical illusion is 
with the spectator. This was an excep- 
tional spectator. What is more, her 
hair was really her own. It grew nat- 
urally upon her head. Her loss is there- 
fore more deplorable than such .a loss 
would be with most other women. 

We speak only from hearsay, and are 
anxious to be corrected if our informa- 
tion is mistaken. But we understand 
that most of the feminine back hair so 
effectively displayed in the theatre can 
be removed, by an expert hand, with- 
out the use of scissors, and that its loss 
could easily be repaired. -Of course, if 
the practice of hair stealing should be- 
come:common in the theatre, patronage 
of the drama might be made unduly ex- 
pensive, but doubtless the ever-alert in- 
@urance agents would soon be offering 
an extremely desirable line of hair in- 
surance st attractive rates. Anyhow,
